Ther is an Innocent 
LYE, in Comparifon of a Deliberat and Stu- 
dydFALSHOOD. Efpecially where it is In- 
tended to take away the Reputation, Life, ot 
Eftate of Another. More Efpecially of Many 
Others, of a whole Order or Rank of Men. 
It is a Confpiracy even in the firft Cafe, where

4. Country-m. He fays, that Cpon this, 
that is, upon the Defien of Aming the Vote 
of Quint’s no Alafter, a Captain of the Army

Rehearf. This is a Turn again, as if ther 
were a Contrivance to Find out fuch a Captain, 
who fhou’d move in fo Confiderable a Poff, 
as to Prefs fo Confiderable a Man as Quint.

No Common Fellow Can be 
Prefs'd, but it is an Aiigh-Courch-Plor, ang 
an High-Church-Forgery! Yexpect that all the 
late Robberies will be put upon High-Chyygl, 
For who but High-Church fhou’d Robb upon 
the High-Way, or Break through Stowe lia; ?
